FORD PREPARES. ¥e 
FOR BATTLE 


Industrial Leader Accused Of 
“Savage Anti-Union Activity” 
By Labor Authorities

DETROIT (—Henry Ford prepared 
for his second major fight with an 
agency of the federal government to- 
day as union leaders, backed by a 
sharply-worded National Labor rela- 
tions Board ruling, requested a con- 
ference with Ford Motor Company of- | 
ficials to promote “industrial peace.” | 

Ford, confronted by a labor board 
declaration that his company was | 
guilty of “savage anti-union activity, | 
directed his attorneys to ask the fed- 
eral courts to overrule the decision, | 
which one company lawyer denounced 
as “wrong and unjust.” 


The manufacturer, long a critic of | 


of business, was accused by the board 
of having instituted a “relentless cam- 
paign” against the United Automo- | 
bile Workers Union, an affiliate of the | 
committee for industrial organization. 

Homer Martin, international presi- 
Gent of the union, immediately request- 
ed a conference “at your convenience” 
with Harry Bennett, personnel direc- 
tor of the Ford Company, to promote 
relations” between the manufacturer 
and his workers. 

“You need not fear a conference of 
this sort,’ Martin declared. “We do 
not believe in force or violence as you 
evidently do.” 

Ford, however, chose to fight, as he 
‘did in the days of the NRA when Gen- 
eral Hugh Johnson threatened to 
“crack down” because he refused to 
sign the automobile industry code with 


its wage and hour requirements. Ford, 
who maintained that the standards in 
his plants were above the code min- 
ima, ignored the threat and carried 
his defiance through successfully. 


Louis J. Colombo, attorney who de- 
fended the Ford Company during the 
labor board’s hearings on charges of 
Wegner Act violation brought against 
the manufacturer by the auto work- 
er’s union, charged that the board’s 
decision was “based on prejuidice.” 

“It is not founded on the facts in 
the record,” he said. “It is wrong and 
unjust, and the company will appeal 
the decision to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals.”

Authorities, how- 
ever, refused to comment, saying the 
letters could not legally be reopened 
‘for at least two months. 


| Custom agents and postal operatives, 
iit was disclesed, were working ashore 
while the navy continued its activities 
‘up and down the coast investigating 
‘the registry of every American boat 
‘in search for possible secret alien own- 
ership.
